A large, 
ſtrong Stone-Houſe was left ſtanding, within a ſmall Diſ- 
tance of the-Fort. _ Behind this the French often formed 
themſelves, particularly before the laſt Aſſault. 4. This 
might caſily be accounted for. We had few Officers 
of any Experience: And the Governor never came out 
of his Houſe, 5. The French made two General Aſſaults 
and were repulſed, and many blown up by our Mines.

About fix I preached at the Ta- 
bernacle in Norwich, crouded with attentive Hearers.

But finding we were 
reſolved to try, our Guide put forward, and brought us 
cover in Half an Hour: So that about Eight we reached 
Sutton, and found a quiet, civil Houſe, with every

At three in the Afternoon we preached 
at Beſſon, A rude Multitude quickly ran together, to a 
Paddock adjoining to the Town. A more unawakened

the far greater Part were attentive: nor dig any inter- 
rupt, or offer the leaſt Rudeneſs. Feb 
Ar Seven J met the little, Society in the Houſe : But 
they were the leaſt Part of the Company. People crowd- 
ed in from all Sides; and I believe, Gop touched moſt 
of their Hearts. 2 
Wedneſday, 4. At Six, finding the Houſe would not 
contain one fourth of the Congregation, I was conſtrain» 
ed to ſtand in the Street. Abundance of People aſſem- 
bled together, whom I exhorted, To repent and belie ue 
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the Gojpel, The Word of God fell heavy upon them, 
and I truſt, broke ſome of the ſtony Hearts. 

- Hencs we rede over THe Fens, fifteen Miles broad, 

and near thirty long, to Coningsby, where we found a 
numerous Congregation, of a far different Spirit. Scarce 
one of theſe but had raſed, more or leſs, of the Powers 
of the World to come. After a comfortable Opportunity 

| here, we rode on 10 Horncaſtte. We were but roughly 
faluted at our Entrance. And the Mob increaſed more 
and more till Six. I then began to preach in a Yard" 

near the Market-Place, to a large Concourſe of People. 

But their Behaviour quite difappointed us ; for there was 
no Tumult, no Noiſe, but an earneſt Attention thro? 

the whole Congregation. | 
- Thurſday, 5. I preached again at Seven, to nearly the 

fame Congregation, and was again refreſhed, by the re- 
markable Decency and Seriouſneſs of their Behaviour.

There- 
fore I preſume, without any Ceremony, to aſk you 
one plain Queſtion : Is the State of your Soul ſuch, 
that you can entertain a ſolid Hope of Salvation?“ 
He anſwered, ** Ves.“ On what do you ground 
this Hope?“ He replied, <* I never committed an 
wilful Sin. 1 have been liable to Frailties ; but 
truſt in Gop's Mercy, and the Merits of his Son, 
that he will have Mercy upon me.“ Theſe Words he 
- uttered very flowly, eſpecially, the Merits of his Son.” 
I made the following Reply. I ham apt to believe, 
you are not tainted with the groſſeſt Vices.

He anfwered, } 
cannot now avoid a more minute Deſcription - of the 
true State. of my Soul. Let me tell you, Doctor, I 
have ſome Knowledge of Philoſophy, by which I haye 

Choſe for myſelf a Way of Salvation. I have always 
endeavoured to live a ſober Life, to the uttermoſt of 
my Power : Not.doubting but the Being of all Beings, 

would then graciouſly accept me. In this Way I ſtood 
in no Need of CMRISTT, and therefore did not believe on 
him. But if I take the Scriptures to be a Divine Re- 
velation, this Way of mine I perceive is not the Right 
one. I muſt believe in CHRIST, and through him come 
to Gap.” I replied, © You ſay, F you take the 
Scriptures to be a Divine Revelation !”? He fetched a 
deep Sigh, and ſaid, O Gop, thou wilt make me ſay,

for it,” Perceiving he was very weak, to give him

all he prayed for. I reminded him of ſome Scriptures 
treating of Faith in CHRIS, and he was much delight- 
ed with them. Indeed he was quite ſwallowed up by 
the Grace of Jes us, and would hear of nothing but Je- 
sus CHRIST and him crucified.

ABovuT Noon I ſtept home; but he ſent for me directly, 
ſo that I could ſcarce eat my Dinner. We were both 
filled with Joy, as Partakers of the ſame Grace which is 
in JesUs-CHRIST ; and that in ſuch a Manner, as if we had 
been acquainted together for many Years. Many Off- 
cers of the Army came to ſee him continually, to all of 
whom he talked freely of Jesvs, of the Grace of the Fa- 
ther in him, and of the Power of the Holy Ghoſt through 
Him: Wondering without ceaſing at his having found 
Jzsvs, and at the happy Change, by which all Things on 
this Side Eternity, were become indifferent to him.

I prayed afterwards 
for him and thoſe that were preſent, ſome of whom were

Saturday, 21. at 
half Hour paſt Ten, we reached S:ain/and Chappel, near 
Eland. It is an handſome Building, near the Top of a 
Mountain, and ſurrounded with Mountains on all Sides. 
It was filled from End to End. Mr. Grimbaw read 
Prayers, and I preached on Part of the. 2d Leſſon. In 
the Room where I dreſſed myſelf were'a young Man and 
his Siſter, both ill of a Fever. I know not that ever they 
heard the Preaching ; however I deſired we might go to 
Prayers. They preſently melted into Tears. O may 
God preach his Goſpel to their Hearts! 

I PREACHKED at Mancheſter in the Evening, where we 
had at length a quiet Audience. Wretched Magiſtrates, 
who by refuſing to ſuppreſs, encouraged the Rioters, had 
long occaſioned continual Tumults here; but ſome are 
now of a better Spirit. And wherever Magiltrates defire 
to preſerve the Peace, they have ſufficient Power to do it. 

. Tueſday, 24. J rode over to Maxfield. Abundance of 
People ran together, but wild as Colts untamed. Their 
Noiſe quite drowned my Voice at firſt; but in a while 
they were tolerably quiet. And before I bad done, all 
but four or five lubberly Men; . ſeemed almoſt perſuaded 
to be Chriſtians. » OR 5 : | 

Sunday, 29. I rode to Stockport, deſigning to preach. 
at one o'Clock. But we were at a Loſs for a Place. We 
fixt at length on a Green near the Town's End: And we 
had a quiet and ſolemn Opportunity. 15 
Ix my Return, I called to ſce a Girl, about thirteen 

Years of Age. She had been in violent Pain all over, 
with little Intermiſſion, for near twenty Months. After 
T had ſpoke a few Words, ſhe ſaid, «© When I ſaw you 
before, I did not know the Loa D: but now I know him, 
and am known of Him. I am his, and . 
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aſked, . Do you never repine at your Pain #”. She ſaid; 


« No: I have not a murmuring Thought. I am happy,

rode over to Mould in Flint ſpire, about twelve Miles from 
Chefler: The Sun was very hot and the Wind very cold. 
But as the Place they had choſe for me, was expoſed 
both to the Sun and the Wind, the one ballanced the 
other. And notwithſtanding the Chefer Races which 


bad drawn the Rich away, and the Market-day, which 
detained many of the Poor, we had a Multitude of Peo- _ 


ple, the ſerious Part of whom ſoon influenced the reſt :, 


(So that all but two or three remained uncovered, and 


kneeled down as ſoon as I began to pracy. 
Thur/day, 3. We croſt over from Cheſfer to Liverpool. 


The Con regations here were exceeding large; but many 
of them ſeemed to be like wild Aſſes Colts. Yet Gop 


is able to make them wiſe unto Salvation. 
Sunday, 3. I received much Comfort at the Oli Church 
in the Morning, and at St. Thomas in the Afternoon. 
It-was as if both the Sermons had been made for me, I 
pity thoſe who can find no Good at Church.! But how

without either ,Guide or Difficulty. Here we were 
informed, that we could not paſs at Ravengla/ſ5, before 
one or two o*'Clock : Whereas had we gone on, (as 
. we afterward found,) we might have paſſed imme- 
diately. About Eleven we were directed to a Ford, 
near Muncafter-Hall, which they ſaid, we might croſs 
at Noon. When we came thither, they told us, we 
could not croſs. So we fat ſtill till about One. We 
«then found, we could have croſt at Noon. However 
we reached Whitehaven before Night. But I have 
taken my Leave of the Sand-Road. I believe, it is 
ten meaſured Miles ſhorter than the other : But there 
are four Sands to paſs, ſo far from each other, that 
tis ſcarce poſſible to paſs them all in a Day: Eſpecially 
as you have all the Way to do with a Generation of 
Liars, who detain all Strangers as long as they can, 
either for their own Gain, or their Neighbours.

And in thoſe 
Caſes, which are utterly out of their Sphere, call in 
the Aſſiſtance of a Miniſter, as Minifters when they 
find the Mind diſordered by the Body, call in the At- 
ſiſtance of a Phyfician? But why are theſe Caſes out of 
their Sphere ? Becauſe they know not Gop. Itfol- 


lows, no Man can be a thorough Phyfician, without 
being an experienced Chriſtian, 


* Tueſday, 15. I rode over ta Lorlon, a little vin N 
at the Foot of a high Mountain, Many came from a 
conſiderable Diſtance, and | believe did not repent of 
their Labour.

Thurjday, 17. I enquired into a fignal vnde of 


Providence. When a Coal-pit runs far under the 
Ground, it is cuſtomary here to build a Partition- 
Wall, from the Bottom to the Top of it, nearly from 


the Shaft to within three or four Vards of the End, 
in order to make the Air circulate, which then moves 
down one Side of the Wall, turns at the End, and 


moves briſkly up on the other Side. In a Pit two 


Miles from the Town, which ran full four Hundred 
Yards under the Ground. and had been long neglect- 


| ol, ſeveral Parts of this Wall were fallen down. Four 
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Men were ſent down to repair it. They were about 
three Hundred Vards from the Shaft, when the foul 
Air took Fire. In a Moment it tore down the Wall 
from End to End, and burning on till it came to the 
Shaft, it then burſt and went off like a large Cannon. 
The Men inſtantly fell on their Faces, or they would 
have been burnt to Death in a few Moments. One of 
them who once knew the Love of Gop, ( Andrew Eng- 
liſb,) began crying aloud, for Mercy. But in a very, 
ſhort Time his Breath was ſtopped. The other three 
crept on their Hands and Knees, till two got to the 
Shaft and were drawn up; but one of them died in a 
few Minutes. John M*Combe was drawn up next, burnt 
from Head to Foot, but rejoicing and praifing Gop. 
They then went down for Andrew, whom they found 
ſenſeleſs, the very Circumſtance which ſaved his Life. 
For loſing his Senſes, he lay flat on the Ground, and 
the greateſt Part of the Fire went over him : Whereas 
had he gone forward en his Hands and Knees, he 
would undoubtedly have been burnt to Death. But 
Life or Death was welcome. For Gop had reſtored. 
the Light of his Countenance. . 
Saturday, 19. One was ſhewing us the Improve- 
ments, begun by Sir William Lowther. He had mark- 
ed out Places for new Walks, and for Tufts of Trees, 
laid out a new Plan for his Gardens, begun to alter 
the Houſe, and Was preparing to make z little Para- 
diſe round about it.

Sunday, May 20. Being with Mr. B—l] at Ever-

ſome Shrieking, ſome Roaring aloud. The moſt ge- 
neral was a loud Breathing, like that of People half 
Strangled and gaſping for Life.

cape. But juſt as I was dropping in the Lord appeared, 
between me and the great Gulf; and would not let me 
fall into it. As ſoon as I ſaw Him, all my Trouble 
was gone, and all the Pain I felt before. And ever 
fince I have been light and joyful, and filled with the 
Love of Gon.” .

Mr. B. being ill, deſired me to exhort a 
few People, in his Houſe: Which the Log p enabled me 
to do, with ſuch Eaſe and Power, that I Was quite a- 
mazed. The next Morning at Seven his Servant Cale“ 
Price, ſpoke to about two Hundred People. The Lotz 
was wonderfully preſent : More than Twenty Perſons 
feeling the Arrows of Conviction. Several fell to the 
Ground: Some of whom ſeemed. dead; others, in the 
Agonies of Death; the Violence of their badily Con- 
volſſons, exceeding all Deſcription. There was alſo 
great crying and agonizing in Prayer, mixt with deep 
and deadly Groans on every Side. + 
WEN Sermon was ended, One brought good Ti- 
dings to Mr. B. from Granachefter : That Gow had 
there broken. down Seventeen Perions laſt Week by the 
finging of Hymns only: And that a Child, ſeven. Years 
old, fees many Viſions, and aſtoniſhes the Neighbours, 
with her innocent, awful Manner of declaring them. 
Waite Mr. B. preached in the Church, I flood 
with many in the Church- Yard, to make Room for thoſe 
who came from far. Therefore I Jax little, but beard 
the agonizing of many, panting and gaſping after Eter- 
nal Life. In the Afternoon Mr. B. was conſtrained by 
the Multitude of People, to come out᷑ of the Church and 
preach in his own Cloſe. Same of thoſe who were here 
| pricked to the Heart, were affected in an aſtoniſhing. 
Manner. The firſt Man I ſaw wounded, would have 
droped; but others catching him in their Arms, did 
indeed prop him up, but were fo far from keeping him 
> b | ſtill, 
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- fill, that he cauſed all of them to totter and tremble, 
His own Shaking exceeded tHat of a Cloth in the Wind. 
It ſeemed as if the Lox D came upon him like a Giant, 
taking him by the Neck, 'and ſhaking all his Bones in 
Pieces, One Woman tore up the Ground with her 
Hands, filling them with Duſt and with the hard- trod- 
den Graſs : Gn which I ſaw her lie, with her Hands 
clinched, as one dead when the Multitude diſperſed. 
Another roared and ſcreamed in a more dreadful 
Agony than ever I heard before. I omitted the rejoicing . 
of Believers, becauſe of their Number, and the frequency 
thereof : Tho? the Manner was ſtrange; ſome of them 
being quite overpowered with Divine Love, and only 
ſhewing enough of Natural Life to let us know, they 
were overwhelmed with Joy and Life Eternal. Some 
continued long as if they were dead, but with a cam 
Sweetneſs in Heir Looks. I ſaw One, who lay two or 
three Hours in the open Air, and being then carried into 
the Hovſe, continued inſenſible another Hour, as if 
actually dead. The firſt Sign of Life ſhe ſhewed was a 
Rapture of Praiſe, intermixt with a ſmall joyous Laugh- 
ter.

O what a Condition 
is the Bulk of reformed C hriſtians in, to this Day 
Saturday, 4. As we took Horſe, the Rain began, and 
accompanied us till we alighted in the Evening Sunday, 
5. between Eight and Nine, I reached Everton, faint 
and weary enough.

His Peace, Tri- 1 
umph ard Joy increaſed every Hour, ?till the Night 
before his Execution: And indeed was never more ob- 
ſervable, than when he was brought out of Priſon. In 
his Way to the Place of Execution he praiſed Goo, for 
dragging him as it were with Chains to Heaven. What, 
" {aid he, will Goo after all my helliſh Actions, give me 
eternal Life into the Bargain ?” The Efficacy of the 
Blood and Death of CarisT being made known to him 
by the Holy Ghoſt, he ſpoke of nothing bet his Wed. 
_ding-Day, which was to be this Thirteenth of Aug. 
Every one that looked upon him was ſtruck. Officers 
and all were moved. Being entered into the Ring, [ 
once more prayed with him, and gave him the liſt 
Bleſſing.

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Will of Go: 1 aim at nothing but to pleaſe him, I am 
careful for nothing, but in all Things make my Requeſts 
known to him with Thankſgiving. And I have a con- 
tinual Witneſs in myſelf, that whatever I do, I do itt 
his Glory.” | 1 „ 

E— L— ſaid, I was born in 1730. My Mother 
died in Childbed of me, my Father, when I was a 
Year or two old. So I was brought up by the Pariſh, 
and taught nothing, not ſo much as to read. About 


Eleven Years old, I was put out Pariſh-' Prentice, to a 
Man and Woman who uſed me very harſhly. I wanted | 


much to learn to read ; but they would not ſpare the 


Time. I was about fourteen, when 1 heard Mr. J. 


FF. preach at the Cro/s in Medneſbury. I immediately 
believed it was the right Way, and begun to be very 


uneaſy. TI often wiſhed I kad died with my Father or 
Mother, fearing I ſhould never be ſaved. But my 


Convictions wore away by Degrees; though ſtill ! 
could find no reſt. About twenty I was married. My 
Huſband had ſome Times heard the preaching, but 


not lately. Soon after he began again, going with 


me conſtantly. I was now more and more convinced, 


that [ was a guilty, undone Sinner. I cried to Gov 


Day and Night, laying down my Work many Times 
in a Day. On Fel-Thur/day, . 1756, I was ſadly 
afraid of going to the Sacrameat. However I broke 
through and went. At the Logo's- Table, I fourd 
ſuch a Love as I cannot expreſs. As ſoon as I came 
back, I went up into my Chamber, ard kneeled down 
to Prayer. In praying I heard a Voice ſaying, Go in 
Peace; they Sins are forgiven thee. My Soul funk into 


nothing before Goon, and was filled with humble 
Love. I loved Gon and all Mankind, and thought 


no Temptation, could ever ſhake me more. But io a 
few Days, being low and weak in Body, I found hard 


Thoughts of Gop. Yet I could never give up my 


Confidence, that my Sins were forgiven, Nor do [ 


know, that I ever committed any wilful Sin, after ! 


was juſtified. About a Year and Half ago Mr. Fugill 
came. One Evening while he was preaching, I was 


convinced

convinced that my Heart was ſtill deſperately wicked, 
and needed to be, wholly renewed. This made me 
ſometimes aſraid to die, left I ſhould be called before 
that Change was wrought. But I bad ſtill Hope at 
the Bottom . and never could doubt but that Gop was 
m Gop. In the mean while my Deſire to be wholly 
_ renewed, increaſed continually. And I was every Day 
and every Hour praying for it, whatever I was about. 
When my Hopes prevailed, I was happy: When my 
Fears, J was quite caſt down. Being convinced, how 
little I loved Go, I was grieved and aſhamed before 
him. EY | 
Ox Friday, January, 25. I took no Food till the 
Afternoon, though 1 had a Child at my Breaſt. I was 
much tempted to think, 1 ſhould never attain, and 
was quite uneaſy. But the next Morning my Unsaſfi- 
neſs was gone, and I cajmly waited for what I believ- 
ed Gop would ſoon give. In the Evening I went to 
the Preaching with a full Expettation, that he would 
meet me there. And ſo He did. As ioon as Mr. Fu- 
gill began to ſpeak, I felt my. Soul was all Love. I 
was ſo ſtayed on (30D as I never felt before, and knew 
that I, loved bim with all my Heart. When I came 
home, I could aſk for nothing: I could only give 
Thanks. And the Witneſs, that Gop had ſaved me. 
from all my Sins, grew dlearer every Hour. On Hea- 
1/any this was ſtronger than ever. I have never ſince 
found my Heart wander from Gop. When I have 
Buſineſs to do, I juſt take a Thought and doit; and 
it is gone, and my Heart is with the Lokp, | often 
in a Day bow my Knee to Gor: but my Heart prays 
continually. He is never out of my Thoughts: I ſee 
him always: altho* moſt, at preaching, and in my 
Band and Claſs. But I do not enly /e him: I frel him 
too, fo as I cannot expreſs. And the more I ſee and 

feel of Gop, the more 1 feel, I am nothing. When I 
ſleep, I ſleep as in the Arms of Jesus; and when I 
wake, my Soul is full of Praiſe, and it is as if all the 
Angels were in the Room round about me praiſin 

God. I never find any Heavineſs or Coldneſs: And 
when I muſt go among the People of the World, Gop

is as much with me as before, and I long for them, ſo 
as no Tongue can tell. Iam careful of every Word 
I ſpeak, and every Look, and every Thought. | 
ſearch my Heart again and again; and I can find no- 
thing but Love there. Indeed I know, if. Gop left 
me a Moment, I ſhould fall. But I truſt, he will 
never leave me nor forfake me.” 1 
I oBsERvE, the Spirit and Experience of theſe two, 

run exactly parallel. Con/tant Communion with God the 
Father and the Son, #1]; their Hearts with Humble Love. 
No this is what I always did, aud do now mean by 
Perfection. And this I believe many have attained, 
on the ſame Evidence that I believe many are juſtified, 
May Gov Increaſe their Number a Thouſand-fold! 
Friday, 7. I rode over to Dudley, formerly a Den of 
Lions. I was conftrained to preach abroad. But no 
one opened his Mouth, unleſs to pray or praiſe Goo. - 
I believe the ſteddy Behaviour of the Society, has 
made an Impreſſion on moſt of the Town, 
- Saturday, 8. I was ſurprized at coming into Volver- 
hampton, which is what Dudley avas, to find the People 
ſo ſtill, many gaping and ſtaring, but none ſpeaking 
an uncivil Word. Ay, ſaid a well-meaning Man, 
% we ſhall not find them fo civil by and by.” I with 
| theſe Croalers would learn to hold their Peace. I de- 
ſire to hear no Prophets of Evil. What do they do, 
but weaken the Hands both of Preachers and People, 
and transfuſe their own Cowardice into others ? 
Zur this Prophet of Evil was a falſe Prophet too. 
For neither while I was preaching, nor after 1 had done, 
did any one offer the leaſt Rudeneſs whatſoever. And 
we rode as quietly out of the Town, as we could have 
done out of London or Briffol, 

Hence we went on to Borſſam, near Newcaſ/tle-under- 
Line, a ſcattered Town on the Top of a Hill, inhabited 
almoſt intirely by Potters, a Multitude of whom aſſembl- 
ed at five in the Evening, Deep Attention fat on every 

Face, Hough as yet accompanied with deep Ignorance. 
But if the Heart be toward God, he will, in due Time, 
inlighten the Underſtanding. 
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Sunday, 9. I preached at Eight to near double the 
Number, though ſcarce Half as many as'came at Five in 
the Evening. Some of theſe ſeemed quite innocent of 
Thought. Five or. fix were laughing and talking till I 
had near done: And one of them threw a Clad of Earth, 
which ftrack me on the Side of the Head. But it neither 
diſturbed me, nor the Congregation, * 

Monday, 10. About Nine I preached at Biddulpþb., 
about eight Miles North of Borſſam. The Earneſtneſs of 


the whole Congregation, well rewarded me for my La- 


bour. Hence we had an extremely pleaſant Walk three 
or four Miles, to Congleton. Here we were accoſted in a 
very different Manner, altnoſt as ſoon as we entered the 


Town, which cauſed ſome of our Brethren to apprehend, 


we ſhould have rough Treatment before we got out of it. 


That I left to God. They had procured the Uſe of a 


Meadow adjoining to the Preaching-houſe, in a Window 


of which they had fixt a Kind of Scaffold. Moſt of the 


| Congregation were deeply ſerious : So that three or four

Azour Seven in the Evening I preached at Stoctport, 
where more and more hear the Word of Gop and keep 
it. In the Morning we took Horſe at Five, but could 
find none to tell' us which was the Road to Leeds. So 
we rode on to Mottram. Following the Directions we 


who took much Pains to diſturb them, intirely loſt their 


received there, we rode up a Mountain, and our Path 


ended. We made toward a large Houſe, and the Gen- 
tleman ſent a Servant, who pointed out the Way we 
were to take. But ſoon after, it divided: And an honeſt 
Man bidding us keep to the Right, (meaning the Left) 
we did fo, till we came to the Top of another high 
Mountain, among ſeveral old Stone-Quarries. Here 
that Road ended. However we went ſtrait forward, till 
we came to the Brow, With great Difficulty we led 


dur Horſes down, and rode up a Path on the oppoſite 


Mountain. But at the Top this likewiſe ended. Still 
we thought it beſt to puſh forward. But my Horſe was 
quickly embogged. After he had thrown me on one 
Side, and ſcrambled out 3 we endeavoured to 
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walk down the Mountain : But ſuch a Walk I never 
had before, for Steepneſs, and Bogs, and large 


Stones intermixt. That we got to the Bottom with. 


out Hurt either to Man or Beaſt, was little leſs than a 
Miracle. But we were ſtill at a Loſs, *till we met a 


ſenfible Man, who directed us to Saddleworth. In 


our Inn here we found One who had frequently heard 
me preach at Builth in Brecknockfhire, I fear, to little 
Purpoſe; for on my ſpeaking a few Words, he ran 
away in haſte. But the whole Family ſeemed to fear 


Gop. So we did not repent of our clambering up 


and down the Mountains. | | 
Arx Six we reached Leeds, ſufficiently tired. But 
I forgot it as ſoon as I began to preach : And the 
Spirit of the Congregation comforted us over all our 
Labour. | n 


Medneſday, 12. Having defired that as many as 


could of the neighbouring Towns, who believed 
they were ſaved from Sin, would meet me, | ſpent 
the. greateſt Part of this Day, in examining them 
one by one. The Teſtimony of ſome I could not 
receive: But concerning the far greateſt Part, it is 
Plain (unleſs they could be ſuppoſed to tell wilful 
and deliberate Lies) 1. That they feel no inward Sin, 
and to the beſt of their Knowledge, commit no outward 
Sin: 2. That they /e and love God every Moment, 
and pray, rejoice, give Thanks evermore, 3. That they 
have conſtantly as clear a Witne/s from Gop of Sanc- 
tification as they have of 8 Nov in 
this I do rejoice and will rejoice, call it what you 
Pleaſe. And I would to Gop Thouſands had ex- 
perienced thus much : Let them afterward experi- 
ence as much more as God pleaſes. 1 | 
_ + - Thurſday, 13. We rode over the Mountains thro' 


furious Wind and Rain, which was ready to over- 


throw both Man and Beaſt. However in the After- 
- noon we came well to Manchefer. On Friday the 14th 
being the National Faſt-Day, we had Service at Five, 
at Seven, and at Five in the Evening, But I did not 
obſerve "here any Thing, of that Solemnity rv 
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which the Public Faſts are obſerved in Londm. I was 
much out of order on Saturday, and not well on Sun- 

However having appointed to preach in Stock- 


port at Noon, I determined, not to- break my Word. 


As it rained, our Friends provided a Poſt-Chaiſe. 
When we were gone half a Mile, one of the Horſes 
began to kick and rear, and would go no further, 


So we got out and walked on. But another Driver 


brought the Chaiſe after, and carried me to Szockport. 
A large Congregation was waiting, and received the 
Word with all Readineſs of Mind. For ſome Vears 
the Seed ſeemed to be here ſown in vain: But at 


length it yields a good Increaſe. 


On the following Days I preached in ſeveral neigh- 
bouring Towns, and on Vedugſday Evening at Liver- 
pool. Thurſday, 20. I had a good deal of Converſa- 
tion with Mr. N——#z, His Caſe is very peculiar; 


Our Church requires, that Clergymen ſhould. be 


Men of Learning, and to this End, have an Univer- 
ſity-Education. But how many bave an Univerſity- 
Education, and yet no Learning at all ? Yet theſe 
Men are ordaiced ! Meantime one of eminent Learn- 
ing, as well as unblameable Behaviour, cannot be 
ordained, ** becauſe he was not at the Univerſity !”? 
What a mere Farce 1s this? Who would beheve, 
that any Chriſtian Biſhop would ſtoop to ſo poor an 
Evaſion ? . | END 
Monday, 24. About Noon I preached at Harrington. 
Many of the Beaſts of the People were preſent. But 
the Bridle from above was in their Teeth, ſo that 
they made not the leaſt Diſturbance, At Seven in 
the Evening I preached at Cœ er; but I was ſcarce 
able to open my Eyes. They were much inflamed 
before J ſet out: And the Inflamation was much 
increaſed, by riding forty Miles, with a ſtrong and 
cold Wind exactly in my Face. But in the Evening 
applied the Eye-water made with Lapis Caluminaris, 
which. removed the Diſorder before Morning. 
Tueſday, 25. J rode to Mould in Fliniſhire. The 
Wind was often ready to bear away both Man and 
. 11 . 


Horſe. But the earneft ſerious Congregation, re- 


warded us for our Trouble. W#edne/aay, 26. About 
Nine I preached at LZitzle Lie, a Mile or two from 
Northwich. Many of the Congregation ſcarce ever 


heard a Merhoai/? before. But I truſt they did not 


hear in vain. | | | 5 . 
_ Thurſday, 27. 1 rode to Liverpool, in order to em. 
bark for Dublin, We were defired to be on Board 


by Nine on Saturday Morning. But the Wind falling 


and a Fog coming on, we gained a little more Time. 
So we had one more ſolemn Opportunity in the Even- 


ing. Sunday, 30. The Fog was gone and the Wind 


fair, We took Ship about Nine, and got under Sail 
at Noon, having only Eight Cabin Paſſengers, ſeven 
of whom were our own Company. So we prayed 


and ſung, and converſed at our own Diſcretion. 


But a poor Woman whom we permitted to come into 
the Cabin, gave us ſome Uneafineſs. She had been 
_ tapped for the Propſy in the Infirmary, but two Days 
before. When I ſpoke to her concerning her Soul, 
ſhe gave but little Anſwer, appearing to be ſerious 


and willing to hear, but totally uninſtructed. She 
would eat nothing, but willingly accepted a Diſh or 


two of Tea, and two or three Glaſſes of Wine. The 
next Morning ihe was extremely reſtleſs, continually 
moving from Place to Place, *till the Captain put 


a Bed for her in the Forecaſtle, on which ſhe lay 


down about Eight o' Clock. A little after ſhe grew 


ligbt-headed and begas prong dreadfully. This 
a 


ſhe continued to do, ?till about Noon, and then died, 
At Night, the Captaiu and all the Sailors being pre- 
ſent, we committed her Body to the Deep. On 
Tucjaay Noon April i. we landed ſafe at Dublin. 

I never ſaw more numerous or more ſerious Con- 


gregations in Ireland, than we had all this Week. On. 


Eaſter- day, April 6. I introduced our Engliſ Cuſtom, 
beginning the Service at Four in the Morning. Mon- 
day, 7. I began ſpeaking ſeverally to the Members 
of the Society, and was well-pleaſed to find ſo great 
a Number of them much alive to Gov. One Conſe- 
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quence of this is, that the Society is larger than it has | 
been for ſeveral Years. And no wonder : For where 
the real Power of God is, it naturally ſpreads wider 
and wider. 1 | | „ 
Thurſday, 10. I was ſitting with a Friend, when 
poor. Mr. Cook came in. His Eyes, his Look, his 
Hair ſtanding 3 | | 
« Like Quills upon the fretful Porcupine,” 
his tattered Gown, his whole Perſon, as well as his 
Speech immediately bewrayed him. But he is quite 
an Original, — has ſo much Vivacity, with 
touches of ſtrong Senſe, that I do not wonder the 
Gentlemen of the College, as he told me, have given 
him an Apartment there. What a noble Fabric lies 


here in Ruins! What Pity, that when he firſt found 


himſelf a Sinner, he had not one to ſpeak to, that 
underſtood his Caſe, and could teach him the only

Sunday, 13. At Three in the Afternoon, I preached 
in the Barrack-Square, another kind of Place-than Or- 
mondtown Green. (So the Word ought. to be written.) 
No Mob muſt ſhew their Heads here ; for the Soldiers 
would give them no Quarter. Tucſday, 15. I preached 


there again. But on Tburſday, it being a rainy Day, 


an Offer was made me of the Riding-houſe, a very 7

commodious Building, defigned by Lord Cheſterfield 


a Church, but never uſed as ſuch till now. A Troop of 
Soldiers was exerciſing there when I came, But this 
was clear Gains. For the Officers forbad any of them 
to gu away, before the Sermon was ended, 2 

Friday, 18. I went with Miſs F—— to ſee the 
French Priſoners, ſent from Carrickfergus, They were 
ſurprized at hearing as good French fooke in Dublin, as 


they could have heard. in Paris: And till more at being

Sunday, 20. I appointed thoſe of the Society, who 
deſired to renew their Covenant with Gop, which I had 


| ſeveral, Times before explained, to meet me in the 
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Evening. And 1 believe of the five Hundred and twelve 
Members, hardly Twelve wanting. 

Monday, 21. In riding) to Ro/mead, I read Sir John 
Davies Hiſtorical Relations concerning Ireland. None 
who reads theſe can wonder, that, fruitful as it is, it was 
always ſo thinly inhabited. For he makes it plain, 1, 
That Murder was never Capital among the Native 1r;þ, 
The Murderer only paid a ſmall Fine, to the Chief of 


his Sept. 2. When the Exgliſb ſettled here, ſtill the 


Iriſb had no Benefit of the Engliþ Laws. They could 


not ſo much as ſue an Eagliſbman. So the Engliſh, beat, 


plundered, yea, murdered them at Pleaſure. Hence, z. 
aroſe continual Wars between them,. for three Hundred 


and fifty Years together. And hereby both the Ergih 


and Iviſb Natives, were kept few, as well as poor. 4. 
When they were multiplied during a Peace of forty 
Years, from 1600 to 1641, the General Maffacre, with 
the enſuing War, again thinned their Numbers: Not fo 
few as a Million of Men, Women and Children, being 
deſtroye. in four Years Time. 5. Great Numbers have 
ever ſince, Year by Year, left the Land merely for wait 
of Employment. 6. The Gentry are continually driving 
away Hundreds, yea Thouſands of them that remain, by 
throwing ſuch Quantities of arable Land into Paſture, 
which leaves them neither Buſineſs, nor, Food. This it 
is that now diſpeoples many Parts of Treland, of Con- 
naught in particular, which it is ſuppoſed has ſcarce 
half the Inhabitants at this Day, which it had Fourſcore 
Years agg. J 
Medneſday, 23. 1 rode to Newry, and preached at 
Seven in the Evening io a numerous Congregation. Sun- 
day, 27. We had a uſeful Sermon at Church. But 
they told me, few attended the Prayers in the Afternoon. 
However I reſolved to ſet them the Example: And 
the Church was as full as in the Forenoon. Of what Im- 
portance is every Step we take! Seeing ſo many ate 
ready to follow us! „„ = 
Monday, 28. | rode to Rathfriland, ſeven Iriſh Miles 


from Newry, a ſmall Town built on the Top of a 
Mountain, ſurrounded firſt by a deep Valley, and at 4 
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{mall Diſtance by higher Mountains. The Preſbyterian 


Miniſter had wrote to the Popiſh Prieſt, To keep his 


People from hearing.” But they would not be kept. 


| Proteſtants and Papiſts flocked together to the Meadow 
| where 1 preached, and ſat on the Graſs, ſtill as Night, 
| while I exhorted them, to Repent and believe the Gu/pel, 


The ſame Attention appeared in the whole Congregation 
at Terryhugan in the Evening: Where I ſpent a comfor- 
table Night in the Propher's Chamber, nine Foot long, 
ſeven broad and fix high. The Cieling, Floor and 
Walls were all of the ſame Marble, vulgarly called Clay. 
. Thurſday, May 1. I rode to Meyra, Soon after 
Twelve, ſtanding on a Tomb-Stone, near the Church, 
called a conſiderable Number of People, to 4noww 
GOD, and FESUS CHRIST «whom be hath ſent. We 
were juſt oppoſite to the Earl of Moyra's Houſe, the beſt 
hniſhed of any I have ſeen in Ireland. It ſtands on a 


Hill with a large Avenue in Front, bounded by the 


Church on the oppoſite Hill. The other three Sides are 


covered by Orchards, Gardens and Woods, in which 


are Walks of various kindes. | 
GENERAL Flaubert, who commanded the French 
Troops at Carrictſergus, was juſt gone from Lord Moy- 
ra. Major Brajelon was now there, a Man of a fine 
Perſon and exgremely graceful Behaviour. Both theſe 
affirmed, That the French were alt picked Men, out of 
the King's Guards. That their Commiſſion was, to 


Land either at Londonderry or Carricſfergus, while Mon- 


ſieur Conflans landed in the South: And if they did not 
do this within three Months, to return directly to France. 
Friday, 2. In the Evening, and Morning and Even- 
ing on Saturday | preached at Liſburn.

Sunday. 4. After preaching to a large Congregation at 
Seven, I haſtened to Cumber, in order to be at Church 
in Time, As ſoon as Service was ended, I began, and 
Four in Five of the People behaved well. About Six in 
the Evening I preached at Newtown : where there is

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| uſually the largeſt Congregation in Ulfer. But what 
avails the hearing Ear, without the anderſtanding Heart ? 


Monday, 5. After preaching in the Market-Place at 
Belfaſt, to a People who care for none of theſe Things, we 
rode '6n, with a furious Eaſt-Wind right in our Face to 
Carrickfergus, where I willingly accepted of an Invitation 
from a Merchant in the Town, Mr. Cobham, to lodge 
at his Houſe : The rather, when I underſtood, that Mr. 
Ca venac, the French Lieutenant-General was ſtill there. 
I now received a very particular Account of what had 
been lately tranſacted here. Mrs. Cobham ſaid, © My 
Daughter came running in and ſaid, Mamma, there 
are three India · Men come into the Bay, and I ſuppoſe 
my Brothers are come in them, (who had been in the 
Eafi-Indies for ſome Time.) An Hour after ſhe came in 

again, and cried, © O Mamma, they ſay they are 
French. Men. And they are landing and their Guns 

glitter in the Sun.” Mr. Cawenac informed me, 

That Mr. T hurot had received a Thouſand Men out of 


the King's-Guards, with Orders to Land in the North of 


Ireland, at the ſame Time that Monſieur Conflans landed 


in the South. That a Storm drove him up to Bergen in 


Norway, from whence he could not get out, ?till his 
Ships were much damaged, and his Proviſions conſumed; 


nor could he there procure a Supply at any Price: That 


another Storm drove him to 66 Degrees North Latitude; 


| from whence he did not get back to Carrick Bay, till 


all on Board were almoſt famiſhed, having only an 
Ounce of Bread per Man daily : That they then landed 
merely to procure Provifions.” I aſked, ls it true, 
that you had a Deſign to burn the Town ?” He cried 
out, Jesu, Maria! Wenever had ſuch a Thought! 
To burn, to deitroy, cannot enter into the Heart or 
Head of a Good Man.” Ct 

AFTER they had landed (Mrs. Cobham and others 
informed me) they divided into two Bodies. One of 
theſe marched up to the Eaſt-Gate, the other to the 
North. Twelve Soldiers and a Corporal were there on 

the Wall, who fired upon them when they came neas. 
Immediately General Flaubert fell, having his Leg 


| : | broke 
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broke by a Muſket-Ball. | The next in command, a 
young Marquis, then led them on. When the Engli/ 


had fired four Rounds, having no more \Ammunition 


they retired, and the French entered the Town, and at 
the Market-Place met thoſe who had come in at the 
Eaſſ-Gate. When they had joined, they marched up 
to the Caſtle, (tno' the Engb/b there, who were an Hun- 
dred and Sixty-two in Number, kept a conſtant Fire,) 


| the Gate of which was not barred, ſo that the Marquis. 


thruſt it open and went in. Juſt then he was ſhot dead. 
Mr. Cavenac immediately took his Place, and drew up 
his Men again. The Engl; then deſired a Parley, and 
articled to furniſh them with Proviſions in fix Hours. 


But they could not perform it, there being little in the 


Town. On this Mr. Cawenac ſent for Mr. Cobham, and 
deſired him to go up to Belfaſt and procue. them, 
leaving his Wife with the General, as an Hoſtage for his 
Return. But the poor Frenchmen could not ſtay for this. 
They began preſently to ſerve themſelves with Meat and 
Drink: Having been in ſuch Want, that they were 
glad to eat raw Oats to ſuſtain Nature. They ac- 
cordingly took all the Food they could find, with ſome 
Linen and Wearing Apparel. But they neither hurt 
nor afftonted Man, Woman or Child, nor did any 
Miſchief for Miſchief's Sake: Tho? they were ſufficiently- 
provoked; for many of the Inhabitants affronted them 
without Fear or Wit, curſed them to their Face, and 
even took up Pokers or other Things to ſtrike them.

He ſaid, Madam, I believe you: I accept the Offer.” 
He deſired two of his Men might lie on the Floor by 
the Bed- ſide, flept about fix Hours, and then returning 
her many Thanks, went aboard his Ship. | 
Five Days he was kept in the Bay by contrary 
Winds, When he failed, he took the Mayor of 
Carrick and another Gentleman, as Hoſtages for the 
Delivery of the French Priſoners.

A Man 
going up to do this, was ſnot dead; as was likewiſe a 
Second. And before à Third could do it, Mr Thuret 
himſelf was ſhot thro' the Heart. So fell a brave Man:
